Annual Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
To the Ellsworth School Board: 

An October Budget of proposed expenditures for 
the school year of 1945-46 was filed with the State Board 
of Education in the hope that the School District may. 
receive some state aid in December of 1946. Those 
proposed expenditures total $713 which is $521.84 more 
than the yield of a $5 tax on the equalized valuation o1 
$38,232. In order to qualify for state aid any district 
must appropriate an amount for .the support of ele- 
mentary schools at least equal to a tax of $3.50 on the 
equalized valuation. The minimum appropriation foi 
Ellsworth will be $133.81. 

I hope the School District will qualify for State 
Aid which will be-a welcome event for the people of 
Fllsworth,
